LONDON,  March  16—  Four  hun- 
dred persons  are  reported  to  have

The  dispatch  adds  that  some 
■quarters  of  the  town  were  destroyed 
by  the  bombardment.  The  cruiser  Is 
«atd  to-have-rdirecied  Its  fife 
dally  against  the  quarters  of  the 
workmen  who  are  opposed  to  the 
Kapp  Government.  % 

In  addition  to  the  report  of  the 
bombardment  of  Kiel,  detailed  re- 
ports have  been  received  of  severe 
fighting  there.  The  Dally  Mall's 
Berlin  correspondent,  under  date  of 
Monday,  says  that  the  communists 
seised  the  arsenal,  a  ■>  number  of 
soldiers  being  killed.  Later  a  marine 
brigade  supporting  the  new  govern- 
ment retook  the  arsenal,  when  about 
200  are  reported  to  have  been  killed. 

Clashes  between  regular  troops 
and  civilians  are  reported  to  have  oc- 
curred this  afternoon  at  the  Kott- 
buaser  Tor,  one  of  the  underground 
railway  stations,  ang.  In  other  parts 
of  the  city.  Six  persons  were  killed 
and  many  injured.

Republican  Leaders  Agree  On 
Declaration  Which  They 
Propose  As  Reservation  On 
Article  Ten-*-Wam  Vote, 


WASHINGTON,  March  If. — A  general 
declaration  of  International  policy, 
under  which  the  United  States  woqld 
view  with  grave  concern  any  future  up- 
heaval threatening  the  peace  and  free- 
dom of  Kurope.  was  agreed  on  hv  Re- 
publican Senate  leaders  today,  and  pre- 
sented as  a  new  reservation  to  the 
peace  treaty. 

Intended  to  replace  the  more  definite 
pledges  of  Article  Ten,  the  reservation 
is  to  be  pressed  in  the  Senate  as  the 
farthest  step  the  Republican  leaders 
are  witling  to  go  toward  abandonment 
of  American  isolation  and  participation 
In  European  conflicts.  Its  text  feUojr*: 

"It  shall  be  the  declared  policy  of 
this  Government  •hat  the  freedom  and 
peace  of  Europe  being  again  threatened 
by  any  power  or  combination  of  powers, 
the  United  States  will  regard  such  a 
situation  with  grave  concern,  and  will 
consider  what.  If  any.  action  It  will 
take  In  the  premises.".

If  the  action  taken  last  night  by  the 
Victoria  branch  of  the  Civil  Service 
Association  represents  tho  majority 
vote  of  the  other  branches,  the  short- 
lived publication  known  as  The  Civil 
Servant,  nipped  in  the  bud  after  it* 
first  issue  as  the  association's  official 
organ,  will  not  be  resurrectod. 

Disheartened  by  the  threat  of  Cabi- 
net Ministers  that  the  editors  of  the 
paper  would  be  dismissed  if  they 
contributed  any  mere  to'  its  columns, 
the  association  last  night,  passed  a 
resolution  to  suspend  publication  in- 
definitely, in  deference    to  Premier 


wish  to  see  The  Civil  Servant  die 
without  a  fight,  hot  when  It  was  de- 
clared that  whoever  undertook  to  edit 
the  paper  also  undertook  to  Jeopar- 
dise his  Job  and  the  comfort  of  his 
family,  the  more  rebellious  element 
became  subservient  to  the  majority. 
It  was  evident,  however,  that  publi- 
cation will  be  suspended  under  veiled 
protest.

Says  New  Government  Impossible  One— Develop- 
ments Show  Ebert's  Hold  on  Office — Rumored 
Resignation  of  Kapp — Results  of  Strike- 
Dutch  Observer  Ridicules  Revolt 


BERLIN,  March  16. — The  new  Kapp  government  at  Berlin  has 
nctt  found  the  support  it  had  looked  tor,  and,  while  its  hold  on  tho 
administrative  activities  is  growing  weaker,  the  strength  of  President 
Ebert  and  his  supporters,  including  the  members  of  the  National  As* 
sembly  at  Stuttgart,  has  increased  materially,  if  all  reports  are  to  bo 
believed.  Consequently,  Ebert'>  return  to  Berlin  at  an  early  date  is 
predicted  in  some  quarters. 

That  Wolfgang  Kapp  has  virtually  reached  the  end  of  his  re- 
sources, so  far  as  concerns  himself  as  head  of  the  revolutionary  move* 
ment,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  is  said  to  have  been  ready  to 
retire  since  Saturday,  but  yas  persuaded  by  Colonel  Bauer,  leader  of 
the  Royalist  party,  and  Major-General  LUdendorff  to  remain. 

General  Groener,  the  Prussian  War  Minister,  The  Frankfurter 
Zeitung  asserts,  has  telegraphod  to  Field-Marshal  von  Hindenburg 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  Kapp-V6n  tuettwitz  government  is  an  im- 
possible one,  whether  from  {he  viewpoint  of  home  affairs  or  foreign 
affairs.  r> 

Groener  is  quoted  as  saying  that  von  Hindenburg  is  the  idol  of 
the  German  people,  and  a  word  from  him  would  suffice  to  bring  back 
the  troops  to  a  constitutional  basis. 

Groener  is  also  credited  with  having  sent  a  message  to  Ebert 
offering  \p  act  as  mediator  between  him  and  von  Hindenburg  with  a

Admiral  Sims  Tells  Senate 
Committee  of  Opportunity 
Presented  by  Convoys  and 
Department's-  Unreadiness, 


WASHINGTON.  March  K.*— Ger- 
many missed  an  opportunity  to  par- 
alyze shipping  for  American  troop 
movements  to  France  in  the  Summer 
of  It  18  by  not  sending  battle  cruisers 
lo  raid  convoys.  Rear- Admiral  Sims 
said  today,  continuing  hla  testimony 
before  the  Senate  committee  investi- 
gating his  charges  against  the  Navy 
Department's  conduct  of  the  war. 
Although  the  Department  was  warned 
iher,  1917,  he  said.  It  had  no 
comprehensive  plan  to  combat  such 
an  enemy  move  ten  months  later. 
"The  Department  acknowledged 
embargo  on  the  Berlin  press     that  it  had  no  approved  plans,  and 


said  that  it  depended  upon  the  Euro 
pean  forces  and    upon    the  British 
Grand  Fleet  to  stand  off  the  danger 
until  It  had  time  to  act,"  Admiral 
Sims  asserted. 

The  Department  suggested  .plan 
after  plgn  in  the  intervening  months, 
he  satd.  all  based  on  wrong  premises, 
and  most  of  which  had  been  previ- 
ously considered  and  rejected  by  the 
Allies  as  unworkable. 

In  August,  1918,  word  came  that 
the  enemy  was  preparing  two  cruisers 
for  raiding  duty.  Admiral  Sims  said, 
and  not  until  then  did  the  Department 
abandon  its  own  Idea  and  accept  his 
recommendation,  made  ten  months 
before,  that  battleships  be  assigned  to 
protect  troopships. ,  He  read  from  the 
cablegram  accepting  his  plan.  In 
which  the  Department  said  It  was 
"only  a  temporary  expedient,"  and  did 
not  "solve  the  problem  of  continued 
enemy  battle  cruiser  activity  in  the 
Atlantic."

About  three  miles  from  the 
schoolhouse  the  rig  was  caught  by  the 
gale,  blown  over  and  wrecked.  Realiz- 
ing the  futility  of  attempting  to  make 
progress  through  the  terrific  storm  on 
foot,  the  older  girl  took  charge  of  the 
party  and  made  preparations  to  await 
rescue.  Taking  blankets  that  were  In 
the  carriage.  Haael  wrapped  them 
about  her  brother  and  sister.  Emmet. 
11.  and  Meredith.  8.  She  then  took 
off  her  own  coat  to  reinforce  the  blan- 
ket covering  of  her  young  charges. 

After  spending  twentylfour  hours 
on  the  prairie  In  the  blizzard  with 
only  the  broken  buggy  for  shelter. 
Emmet  and  Meredith  were  rescued  by 
a  search  party,  with  the  frozen  body 
of  their  sister  beside  them.  They 
will  recover. 

The  froxen  body  of  the  horse  was 
still  attached  to  the .  rig  when  the 
children  were  found.

-After  digging  away 
the  snow  he  came  upon  three  frozen 
bodies  of  his  sons.

"The  old  idea  of  the  Board  of 
Health  was  a  dead  cat  In  the  back 
alley  or  an  unemptied  garbage  can," 
said  Dr.  H.  E.  Young,  head  of  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health,  during 
an  address  before  the  Klwanls  Club 
yesterday  on  the  subject  of  "Public 
Health." 

He  outlined  the  objects  of  tho 
board,  which,  he  said,  were  the  pre- 
vention of  disease,  the  prolongation 
of  life,  and  tbe  making  life  as  happy 
us  possible.  The  work  had  passed 
through  a  number  of  stages.  The  re 
cording  period  came  first,  with  the 
gathering  of  vital  statistics.  Analysis 
of  these  led  to  the  preventative  stage, 
and  now  the  work  was  in  the  cor- 
rective stage. 

The  value  of  the  war  In 
furthering  of  health  matters 
dwelt  upon  by  the  speaker,  who 
pointed  out  that  the  opportunity  af- 
forded to  place  half  a  million  men 
under  strict  regulation  brought  about 
In  five  years  what  it  otherwise  would 
have  taken  75  years  to  accomplish 
The  startling  number  of  men  not 
■ojiysfcally  fit  surprised  nhe  nation 
when  recruiting  came.  "It  made  us 
sit  up:  It  hurt  our  pride."  said  Dr. 
Young.  Dry  rot  had  developed. 
Health  authorities  were  looked  upon 
aa  faddists  until  the  war  came  and 
{•roved  them  right. 

Dr.  Young  gave  statistics  of  various 
wars  The' Boer  War  showed  «&  per 
cent  of  the  deaths  to  be  due  to  dis- 
ease and  85  per  cent  to  wounds.  The 
Russo-Japanese  War  showed  81  per 
cent  due  to  disease.  The  war  so  re- 
cently ended  showed  only  5  per  cent. 
The  pestilence  that  usually  followed 
battle,  and  whjch  was  expected,  did 
not  come  In  the  Great  War. 

Preventable  Cannes  • 

Seventy  per  cent  of  the  rejections 
among  recruits  were  from  causes  that 
might,  have  been  corrected  In  child- 
hood, said  Dr.  Young.  The  Board  of 
Health  wag  now  seeing  to  R  that 
through  proper  examination  such  de- 
fects were  caught  in  time  among  the 
children. 

Men  came  back  from  the  trenches 
and  wanted  to  know  why  they  had 
been  safe  from  pestilence  In  the 
trenches  only  to  And  the  folks  they 
had  left  at  home  were  suffering  from 
preventable  diseases.

Commentators  seem-  to  be  at  a  loss, 

and  not  without  reason,  In 
conclusions  as  to  tbi 
tiono  in  Germany.  Frenchmen  have 
suspicions  that  the  Ebert  Socialist 
Government  was  but  a  camouflage  (to 
Use  one  of  tbe  word*  they  planted  in 
our  language)  to  temporarily  dodge 
the  worst  consequence*  of  tbe  war 
and  aeise  an  opportune  time*  for  the 
establishment  of  tbe  monarchy  and 
Its  military  system  upo 
datlons  in  Europe.  They  think  the 
Hon  requires  to  be  watched  more 
closely  than  ever  and  that  he 
held  In  check  only  by  tbe  mainten- 
ance of  big  armies.  Hence  they  re- 
sent the  imputation  Of  President  Wll 
son  that  they  are  responsible  for  tbe 
continuance  of  militarism.  France  is 
a  very  close  neighbor  of  Germany, 
and  she  probably  knows  more  about 
the  conditions  there  and  the  purposes 
behind  them  than  it  1*  possible  for 
statesmen  in  a  remote  country  to  find 
out  ■  / 

The  views  of  commentators  of  other 
nations  are  many  and  various.  Some 
perceive  a  distinct  promise  of  the  re- 
estabjishment  of  the  monarchy  in  the 
revolution.  Others  declare  that  its 
purpose  la  to  unite  the  more  con- 
servative element*  in  the  country  In 
an  administration  that  will  check  the 
aggressions  of  the  radicals  and  estab- 
lish the  government  upon  an  endur- 
rmg~the  way  for 


a  normally  Industrious  people  to  walk 
in  the  pleasant  paths  of  peace.  The 
first  portion  of  that  road  Is  proving 
rough.  There  has  been  a 'good  deal 
of  bloodshed  already,  and  unless  ap- 
pearance* are  deceitful  there  will  be 
more.  The  only' thing  for  Interested) 
observers  to  do  is  to  scan  such  dis- 
patches a*  are  permitted  to  come  out 
of  the  country,  try  to  reconcile  their 
contradictions,  draw  their  own  con- 
clusions, and  hope  for  the  beat  for 
tbe  wbrld  and  for  Germany.

NAVAL  PROGRAMME  , 


The  naval  question  is  said  to  be 
uppermost  at  Ottawa  at  the  preoent 
Juncture  of  legislative  events.  The 
issue  is  plain,  and  parliamentarians 
should  have  little  difficulty  in  making 
up  their  mind*  as  to  w-hat  ought  tp 
be  done.  Great  Britain  will  have 
enough  to  do  for  many  years  In  clear- 
ing oft  her  war  debt  and  maintaining 
her  position  as  mistress  of  the  seas. 
If  Canadians  are  a  self-respecting 
people  they  will  not  sponge  upon  the 
Mother  Country  by  compelling  her  to 
do  something  they  ought  to  do  them- 
selves without  making  a  to-do  about 
It.  Predicating  self-respect,  still  leas 
should  they  tolerate  the  thought  of 
delegating  the  teak  of  protecting  their 
shore*  and  their  shipping  to  a  foreign 
friendly  nation,  a*  they  did  during  the 
late  war.  We  expect  some  of  our 
legislator*  will  take  tbe  position— In- 
deed they  have  done  so  already— that 
there  can  be  no  war*  for  many  year*, 
and  therefore  no  necessity  for  spend- 
ing money  on  such  unproductive* 
thing*  as  "navallam"  and  "mllltar 
ism."  But  war*  do  not  herald  their 
coming  by  the  sound  of  drums  or  Urn 
brel*.  They  have  arrived  in  times 
pa*t  and  will  arrive  again  "like  a  thief 
in  the 4  night."  They  are  generally 
founded  upon  petty  Issue*  and  out 
wardly  unsuspicious  clroumstajfbes.  It 
1*  our  duty  to  take  such  measure*  a* 
are  within  our  mean*  to  be  prepared 
for  them.  Our  circumstances  will 
compel  us  to  avoid  Urge  and  expen 
■Ive  establishments,  but  there  are 
precautions  which  It  1*  our  obvlou* 
duty  to  take,  and  the  Government  at 
Ottawa  ahould  be  strongly  ^supported 
In  any  reasonable  programme  It  may 
place  before '  Parliament.

Point  of  View 

Sir,— There  ha*  been  considerable 
said  relative  to  the  contemplated 
wooden  ships  programme.  There  1* 
no  question  that  from  a  public  splr 
tted  standpoint  we  should  give  sup- 
port to  tbe  re-establlshment  of  a 
shipyard  which  will  employ  a  large 
number  of  men  at  the  present  time 
when  there  is  so  much  unemploy- 
ment. 

It  seems  to  me  there  has  not  been 
sufficient  emphasis  laid  on  the  busi 
ness  aspect  of  this  proposition.  The 
wooden  lumber  vessel  lived  and  pros- 
pered for  many  years  and  during  dull 
times  before  the  war.  The-  real  com- 
petitor of  the  sailing  vessel  Is  the 
tramp  steamer,  and  the  Increased 
cost  of  operation  of  the  tramp  on  ac 
count  of  the  psesent  high  prices  of 
fuel  and  the  heavy  payroll  In  tho 
engine  department  is  much  greater 
than  the  Increases  in  the  cost  of  oper 
ating  a  sailing  vessel,  particularly  for 
long  voyages.  Hence  the  sailing  ves- 
sel stands  In  a  much  better  relative 
position  today  than  she  did  before 
the  war. 

The  type  of  lumber  carrier  under 
consideration  is  particularly  adapted 
for  the  economical  handling  of  lum- 
ber. The  big  beam  allows  for  a  deck 
load  almost  equal  to  the  amount 
stowed  below.  The  cost  of  handling 
«  deck  load,  no  matter  what  lengths 
of  timber.  is  very  much  less  indeed 
than  loading  through  hatches  and 
■towing  in  the  hold,  a*  in  a  tramp 
steamer.  With  the  high  cost  of 
longflbortng.  this  is  much  in  favor 
of  the  sailing  vessel. 

There  Is  little  doubt  that  the  pres- 
ent high  freight  rate*  will  remain 
for  several  years,  and  under  such 
rates  there  seem*  to  me  to  be  no 
doubt  that  these  vessels  will  pay,  and 
pay  well.  If  vessels  of  this  type  can 
be  made  profitable,  why  should  not 
they  be  owned  by  a  local  company, 
and  if  a  local  company  is  embarking 
on  such  an  enterprise,  how  could 
be  done  under  a  more  comfortable 
scheme  of  financing  than  that  pro- 
posed in  this  case,  with  the  Dominion 
Government  as  the  principal  creditor* 
I  have  taken  a  few  shares,  and  do 
not  expect  to  lose  my  money.  I  will 
be  disappointed  If  the  company  does 
not  pay  off  its  indebtedness  within  a

Women's  Canadian  Club  Ex- 
presses Strong  Disapproval 
of  Clause  in  Election  Act 
Granting  Japanese  the  Vote. 


The  member*  of  the  Women's  O&n- 
adikn  Club  at  their  meeting  yesterday 
afternoon  endorsed  the' letter  of  pro- 
test being  circulated  by  a  number  of 
the  leading  women's  organisations  of 
the  city  against  a  clause  In  the  Elec- 
tion Act.  now  before  the  House,  In 
which  it  Is  proposed  to  allow  Japan- 
ese, who  served  in  the  war,  the  right 
to  vote.  The  suggested  franchise 
was  considered  the  first  step  in  the 
wrong  direction,  involving  an-,  issue 
which %  concern*  Itself  with  the  very 
woof  and  fabric  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
civilisation. 

"When  such  questions  as  these  are 
before  the  House."  continues  the  pro- 
test; "although  our  organisations  are 
strictly  non-partisan  and  non -politi- 
cal, we-  feci  that  it  would  not  be  right 
for  us  to  remain  silent,  but  to  voice 
io  you  our  strong  disapproval  of  any 
measure-  that  will  mean  granting  the 
franchise  to  either  the  Japanese  or 
Chinese  on  any  ground*  whatsoever. 

"We  are  appending  a  memorandum, 
In  which  I*  briefly  stated  a'  few  of 
the  reasons  against  the  specified 
clause  in  the  act  (i.e. — Par.  II..  Sec- 
tion 6.)  But  even  these  reasons  do 
not  go  to  the  root  of  the  matter,  that 
fundamental  part,  with  which  we 
women  are  ao  deeply  concerned,  and 
which  mean*  the  Jeopardizing  of  our 
racial  traditions  and  the  undermining 
of  Christianity,''

There  are  strong  indications  that 
the  clause  in  the  Elections  Aot  grant- 
ing the  franchise  to  Japanese  who 
served  with  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force  will  bo  withdrawn.

An- 
nouncement Is  made  of  a  meeting  of 
the  independent  Equality  League  for 
Friday,  when  It  Is  stated  a-  similar 
resolution  will  be  passed. 

Yesterday  morning  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board  of  Farmers'  Insti- 
tute* waited  upon  Premier  Oliver  and 
pressed  for  the  withdrawal  of  the 
clause  enfranchising  Japanese  sol- 
diers. A  strong  condemnation  of 
granting  further  privileges  to  Orien- 
tals was  Included  in  the  official  re- 
port presented  to  the  Minister  of  Ag- 
riculture by  both  the  Farmers'  In- 
stitutes and  the  United  Farmers.

The.  Board  has  been  Investigating 
with  a  view  to  establishing  the  period 
of  apprenticeship  or  probation  neces- 
sary in  the  different  branches  of  the 
Industry.  Owing  to  certain  delays  the 
Board  has  been  unable  to  finish  this 
task.  Therefore,  to  obviate  any  in- 
justice that  may  be  caused  through 
this  delay,  all  that  portion  of  the 
order  so  far  as  it  relates  to  appren- 
tices, probationers  and  girls  under 
eighteen  years  of  age.  has,  for  the 
time  being;,  been  cancelled,  with  the 
exception  that  the  number  of  appren- 
tices over  eighteen  years  of  age  shall 
not  exceed  one-seventh  of  the  total 
number  of  female  employees  In  any 
plant  or  establishment,  as  this  limita- 
tion is  set  by  statute  and  not  by  order. 

As  soon  as  sufficient  information 
has  been  secured  the  Board  will  call 
another  conference  and  Issue  a  fur- 
ther order  setting  forth  definite  rates 
and  periods  for  each  class  of  workers. 
The  change  made  does  not  interfere 
with  the  main  portion  of  the  order 
fixing  the  rate  of  pay  for  experienced 
employees  eighteen  years  of  age  and 
over  at  $14  per  week,  which  still  re- 
mains in  force.

Minimum  Wage 

Alteration  In  Order  Rc-  * 

Manufacturing  Industry 



The  Minimum  Wage  Board  for 
British  Columbia  ha*  approved  of  a 
change  in  the  order,  governing  the 
manufacturing  industry  in  this  Pro- 
vince, which  has  been  effective  for 
the  last  six  months,  requiring  pay- 
ment of  a  minimum  wage  of  f  14  per 
week  to  all  female  employee*  in  the 
Industry,  with  the  exception  of  ap- 
prentices, probationers,  and  girls  un- 
der eighteen  year*  of  age.  In  these 
case*.  In  circumstances  Indicated  by 
the  order,  employers  were  allowed  to 
pay  a  lower  wsge  for  a  limited  period 
only.  Since  the  order  came  Into  force 
representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Board  that  a  longer  period  ought  to

Members  of  the  Civil  Service  As- 
sociation learnt  last  night  that  some 
of  their  colleagues  are  resigning  be- 
cause of  the  organization'*  afflllntlon 
with  the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress 
while  others  refuse  to  Join  because 
It  has  bo  far  declined  to  become  a* 
seriated  with  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  here. 

.  "We  lose  both  ways."  commentel 
Chairman  Arthur  Manson.  "Every 
body  going  out;  no  one  coming  in." 

There  were  about  half  a  dozen 
resignations  before,  the  meeting.  All 
of  them  were  accepted  with  regret. 
The  association  put  through  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  be- 
fore it  adjourned  to  the  effect  that 
memoes  may  not  Join  and  resign  as 
they  please  without  paying  member- 
ship fees  in  full. 

That  the  association  1*  accom- 
plishing big  results  for  the  employees 
of  the  Provincial  Government  was 
made  clear  in  .a  report  read  by  one 
of  the  committee  chairmen,  pointing 
out  that  of  870  caser  of  employes* 
recently  considered,  377  had  beno- 
fltcd  by  the  committee's  advice.  53 
having  had  better  grading  and  sal- 
ary, 196  increases  in  salary  without 
regradlnff.  and  128  regradlng  with- 
out Increases. 

Gardener*  at  the  Parliament  Build- 
ing* and  Government  House  should  be 
placed*  on  the  same  basis  as  Janitors  In 
respect  to  pay  and  holidays,  tbe  As- 
sociation contends.  At  present  garden- 
ers are  not  dealt  with  under  the  Civil 
Service  Act,  although  1  most  of  them 
have  been  long  in  the  Government's  em- 
ploy. It  was  explained  that  they  .only 
get  13.75  a  day.  although  the  city  street 
'■weeper*  get  1 4.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Janitor*  are  getting  $90  a  month.

RESENT  PROPOSAL 
—Of  EDUCATIONAL  TAX 


Soldier  and  Labor  Representa- 
tives Voice  Their  Objec- 
tions Before  Municipal  Com- 

ture. 


Objection  to  the  proposed  $10  edu- 
cational tax  was  voiced  before  tbe 
Municipal  Committee  of  the  Legis- 
lature yesterday  morning  by  mem- 
bers of  a  delegation  representing  la- 
bor, and  the  returned  soldiers.  Mr. 
James  Dakers  headed  the  delegation. 
He  held  that  the  proposed  tax  or  any 
poll  tax  is  unjust  In  that  It  called  for 
the  same  contribution  from  the  poor 
man  as  from  the  man  with  wealth. 
He*  felt  sure  the  people  of  the*  Pro- 
vince were  opposed  to  the  tax  and 
he  argued  that  the  majority  of  the 
municipal  councils  are  composed  of 
men  of  tbe  merchant  class  accustomed 
to  look  at  affairs  from  their  own 
standpoint,  thus  placing  an  Imposi- 
tion upon  the  working  men. 

Mr.  E.  S.  Woodward,  president  of 
the  Victoria  Trades  and  Labor  Coun- 
cil, appeared  representing  the  soldier 
organizations,  the  Metal  Trades  Coun- 
cil, the  Trades  and  'Labor  Council, 
the  United  and  Public  Service  Council 
of  Vancouver  and  kindred  bodies.  He 
presented  a  lengthy  statement  of  the 
position  taken  by  the  delegation.  He 
referred  to  tbe  Investigations  by  tbe 
Royal  Commission  on  taxation  which 
had  found;  be  stated,  that  there  was. 
no  excuse  for  the  principle  of  the  poll 
Hut.  that  It  was  unscientific  and  in- 
defensible. He  referred  to  the  results 
of  tbe  investigation  by  the  Taxation 
Board  assisted  by  Professor  Halg 
whose  report  set  forth:  "After  all  Is 
said  and  done  there  Is  little  enough 
excuse  for  the  existence  of  the  poll 
tax.  It  Is  one  of  the  least  defensible 
of  tbe  forms  of  taxation  and  should 
be  slated  for  repeal  as  soon  as  the 
provincial  revenues  will  permit."  The 
findings  of  these  bodies.  Mr.  Wood- 
ward argued,  had  been  that  tbe  poll

kind;  that  it  Is  unjust,  oppressive, 
unscientific,  unethical  and  unprincN 
pled;  and  that  It  should  be  abolished, 
not  extended,  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.

The  proposal  to  grant  the  franchise 
to  Japanese  who  served  overseas  with 
the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Forces, 
on*  of  the  features  of  the  new  Blec- 
Uona  BUI  now  under  conslderaUon  in 
the  Legislature,  has  raised  a  storm  of 
protest  from  members  of  all  shades 
of  political  faith,  opposition  voiced  in 
the  debates  yesterday  on  the  motion 
for  the  second  reading  of  the  measure. 

The  criticism  by  Mr.  Bowser  and 
other  Conservatives  against  toe  step 
was  followed  up  yesterday  when 
Major  Burds,  soldier  member  for  Al- 
berni.  and  Mr.  Fisher,  Fernle,  both 
roundly  condemned  the-  move  and 
urged  that  no  suoh  privileges  should 
be  granted.  To  the  argument  ad- 
vanced by  Mr.  M.  A.  Macdonald,  Van 
couver,  that  the  decision  by  the  Gov 
emment  to  give  those  Japanese  vet 
eraps  the  franchise,  waa  due  to  the 
request  made  by  the  O.W.V.A.  of 
Vancouver,  Major  Burde  declared 
with  emphasis  that  that  organisation 
did  not  represent  the  opinion  of  the 
great  bulk  of  the  returned  men  of 
the  Province. 

The  bill  was  given  its  second  read 
Ing  and  when  It  ft  considered  In-  the 
committee  stage.  It  is  predicted,  the 
Government  will  withdraw  the  ob- 
noxious section. 

.  Mr.  Bowser.  Opposition  leader,  has 
given  notice  of  an  amendment  he  will 
move  to  strike  out  the  words  relating 
to  the  Japanese. 

In  continuing  the  debate,  Mr.  Mac- 
donald suggested  ha  could  well  re- 
strain any  desire  he  might  have  to 
deal  with  certain  references  In 
speeches  by  Opposition  speakers  to 
election  irregularities  in  Vancouver 
when  ho  was  elected  in  1*1 It 
would  appear,  he  thought,  too  much 
like  flogging  a  dead  horse,  a  dead 
issue.  The  best  tribute  to  the  bill,  he 
believed,  was  shown  in  the  paucity  of 
real  criticism  of  Its  provisions.  He 
referred  to  the  "noisy  criticism"  of 
the  Opposition  leader  and  declared 
the  public  la  taking  no  stock  in  "the 
political  rubbish  we  have  been  treat- 
ed to  this  week."  When  the  Opposi- 
tion leader  indulged  In  "untrue  state- 
ments, base  insinuations  and  vile  In- 
uendos,"  fie  was  drawing  Are  from 
two  sides,  from  the  members  of  the 
House  and  from  the  country,  for  at 
this  time,  he  argued,  the  great  Issues 
before  the  people  were  of  paramount 
Importance. 

In  re  John  T.  Scott 
Mr.  Macdonald,  while  admitting  It 
had  nothing  to  do  With  the  principle 
of  the  bill,  rather  to  a  lack  of  prin- 
ciple, called  attention  to  Mr.  Bowser's 
assertion  that  It  had  been  proven  teat 
he  (Mr.  Macdonald)  had  brought 
John  T.  Scott  from  Edmonton  to  Van- 
couver, the  John  T.  Scott  whose  name 
was  prominent  in-  the  Vancouver 
plugging  scandal.  He  asserted  he  did 
not  bring  Scott  as  alleged,  that  he  had 
known  him  for  the  first  time  in  Van- 
couver, and  that  he  had  since  left  the, 
country  for  the  country's  good.  Mr. 
Macdonald  admitted  he  liked  to  see 
the  amenities  of  debate  preserved.  A 
couple  of  years  «i go  he  used  to  think 
the  Premier  waa  too  severe  in  his 
condemnation*  of  the  Opposition 
leader,  but  he  believed  now  that  the 
Premier  was  more  sagacious  than  he. 
He  can  make  what  capital  he  can 
oert  of  election  irregularities,  but  he 
cannot  make  false  charges  and  get

Mr.  Macddnald  believed  the 
emment  would  welcome  any  a 
Uons  that  provided  for  throwing  more 
safeguards  around  the  bill,  to  as  far 
as  possible  eliminate  the  possibility 
of  personation.  True,  he  thought, 
election  irregularities  could  not  be 
wholly  eradicated  so  long  as  there 
were  found  men  who  would  take  a 
chance  at  wrong-doing.  Throughout 
Canada  and  ever  since  Confederation 
there  had  been  such  wrong-doing; 
with  human  nature  as  it  Is  agents  and 
others  would  be  found  ready  to  go 
too  far  and  trifle  with  the  election 
laws.  But  that  party  waa  free  from 
blame  which,  when  such  irregular- 
ities occurred,  promptly  took  action 
and  punished  the  guilty.  The  record 
of  the  old  Government  in  ihia  Pro- 
vince had  been  that  it  had  shielded 
and  protected  election  crookedness 
He  referred  to  alleged  election  wrong- 
doing at  Fernle.

"There  la  much  talk  at  present  of 
teaching  In  the  public  schools  tho 
art  of  health,  the  art  of  home-m-ik- 
Ing,  of  having  little  mothers'  clubs 
in  which  girls  shall  learn 'to  care 
for '  bablca — and  all  of  thla  Is  good, 
but  can  never  take  the  place  of  knowl- 
edge acquired  in  the  home  itself — ■ 
not  necessarily  In  the  girl's  own 
home,  but  In  a  home,"  urged  Mrs. 
Charles  B.  Clarke,  In  the  course  of  a 
forceful  addreaa  before  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club  yesterday  afternoon 
at  the  Empress  Hotel! 

"When  one  saes  the  young  women 
of  the  present  day  spending  so  much 
youth  and  vigor  in  the  pursuit  of 
money,  and  of  the  pleasures'  that 
money  brings,  one  feels,"  continued 
the  speaker,  "like  crying  out  to 
them  In  the  words  that  our  Lord 
used  over  Jerusalem,  'If  thou  had'st 
known,  even  thoo.  at  least.  In  this 
thy  day,' the  things  that  belong  unto 
thy  Peaee.'  I  often  think  that  the 
reason  why  so  many  women,  hate  the 
expression.  'Women's  sphere,'  is  that 
they  feel  towards  it  even  as  the  de- 
serter does  to  tho  talk  of  the  army 
man.  Bay  what  we  will,  woman's 
chief  work  Is  home,  husband  and 
children,  and  it  behooves  us  to  see 
that  we  do  not  become  alackera. 
Preserving  the  Home  Life 
"We  muat  uae  all  our  Influence 
to  keep  the  home  Intact."  said  Mra. 
Clarke.  "We  are  told  that  'A  na- 
tion only  rises  to  the  level  of  Ita 
homes.'  Do  we  really  believe  that? 
If  so,  should  — we  not  make — every 
effort  .  to  prevent  overburdened 
mothers  and  the  natural  sequence 
—neglected  children?  This  Is  not 
always  caused  by  the  lack  of  money, 
/or  we  find  the  aame  conditions*  In 
all  classes  of  society,  mothers  ovar 
Worked,  while  the  daughters  are 
employed  outside  the  home,  and  that 
not  from  necessity,  but  from  choice. 

"  'But.'  you  will  say,  'shall*  I  In. 
terfere  with  my  daughter's  career?' 
Why  should  she  remain  at 1  home  to 
do  housework  when  she  can  be  In- 
dependent?'   Again.  1  ask,  'What  la 
your  Ideal  V    U    the    work  your 
daughter  is  doing  fitting  her  for  her 
future  life?    You  want  her  to  have 
a  career.    Will  she  find  It  in  adding 
up  columns  of  figures.  In  'banging 
out'  letters  on  a  typewriter,    or  In 
answering  telephone  calls?  Dr.  Mar 
Jorle  Macmurchy.  in  her  'Survey  of 
Canadian  Women,'  says  that  80  per 
cent  of  the  women  in  Canada  marry 
If  your  daughter  Is  to  be  of  that  80 
per  cent,  give  her  employment  which 
.Will  fit  her  for  It.    Let    hep  learn 
either  in  her  own  home  or  In  an 
other, .  all  the    problems    of  home 
, ,  management,  of.  the  care  of  children, 
of  nuraing.    There  la  a  very  w  ong 
notion  abroad  that  housework  is  de- 
grading.   Women    can    enter  into 
almost  any  field  of  industry  or  busi- 
ness in.  competition  with  man  and 
find  that  sheila  able  not  only  to  hold 
her  own,  but  many  times  to  do  bet- 
ter work  than    the  man,  therefore 
-she  says,  'Why  should  I  do  house- 
work and  care  fotj  children  nhen  I 
can  do  so  wall  In  business?'  I  think 
to  every  earnest  woman  must  come 
the  thought,  Truly  we  can  do  so-called 
men's  work  as  well  or  ,even  better 
than  the  men,  but  In  doing  It  are  we 
we  not  leaving  undone  a- work  wttich 
men  cannot  do,  and  which,  without 
us,  will  and  cannot  be  done,  and 
which  Is  the  greatest  and  most  nec- 
essary work  for  the  nation?  Instead 
of  the  work  being  of  a  'lower  order 
ness.  It  ia  really  of  a  much  higher 
than  work    in    industry  and  busl- 
order,  for  If  business  or  Industry  is 
not  properly  managed  the  result  Is 
loss  only  In  money,  but  U  the  work 
of  home-making  and  caring  for  chil- 
dren Is  not  properly  done  it  means 
loss  of  health,    Vitality,  mentality, 
happiness  and  all  that  goes  to  make 
the  virility  of  a  nation. 

Comparison  of  Standards 
"Over  twenty  years  ago  the  strug- 
gle of     philanthropists  and  social 
workers  in  the  older  lands ,  seemed 
to  have  come  to  a  focus,    and    the  ■ 
public  began  to  realise  the  terrible 
conditions  under  which  thousands  of 
human  beings  were  living.  One  lead' 
Ing  worker  declared  in  the  press  that 
one-fifth  of  the  population  of  Great 
Britain  existed  under  conditions  rep- 
resented by  a  family  income  of  less 
than  £1  per  week.    Sir  Sydney  Webb 
declared  before  a  committee    of  the 
British  Houae  In  ,1910  that  8.000,000 
In      Great      Britain    Were  'housed, 
washed  and  watered,  worse  than  our 
horses."

warm  cloth  coats  with  occasional 
furs.  The  wave  of  prosperity  struck 
British  Columbia  and  we  raised  the 
standard.  -We  argued:  Silk  Is  as 
Warm  pa  wo©C  therefore  silk  we 
must  have,  and  those  who  were  able 
to  do  so.  wore  and  wear  silk  under- 
wear, over  which  we  put  more  silk 
and  lace — the  more  cobwebby  the 
better— .and  for  outside  silk,  silk 
everywhere.  The  humble  cotton 
dress  no  longer  exists  except  for 
housekeepers  and  poorer  children.  A 
visit  to  any  departmental  store  or  to 
many  offices  where  girts  are  em- 
ployed will  bear  out  what  I  say.  The 
girls  are  dressed  In  a  manrier  which 
20  years  ago  .would  have  been  con- 
sidered suitable  only  for  afternoon 
or  evening  wear  In  one's  own  liome. 
Also,  with  all  our  .talk  about  the 
warmth  of  silk,  we  could  not  get 
away  from  the  homely  sheep,  and  to 

hot-house 
we  go  out 

wrap  ourselves  In  furs;  and  the  fur 
traders  stated  that'  last  year,  though 
furs  have  never  been  so  costly,  and 
In  spite  of  the  high  coat  of  <  living, 
more  furs  were  sold  than  ever  before 
In  the  history  of  Canada. 

"Najr.  I  ask.  how  does  this  wrong 
ideal  affect  the  children?     I  mean 
the  children  of  the  less  well-to-do, 
To  begin  with,  the  standard .  of  wo- 
men's wear  affects  that  of  children, 
and  we  find  that  it  becomes  more 
and  more  difficult  to    buy  proper 
warm  clothing  for  the   child.  The 
wool  which  should  make  warm  gar- 
ments for  the  little  ones  goes  Into 
costly  sweaters  for  women;  also,  aa 
alwaya    happens,    the    market  Is 
flooded  with     cheap   imitations  of 
more*  costly  materials,  near  silk,  near 
seal,   near  beaver,   near  everything, 
in  which  there  ia  neither  wear  nor 
warmth,  and  from  which,  after  a 
short  wear,  one  cannot  get  even  ma- 
terial for  a  decent  patch  for  a  gar- 
ment.   Now,  you  will  say,  that  does 
not  affect  me;  I  can  afford  to  buy 
what  I  want.    True,  but  we  are  our 
sister's  keepers,    and  in  a  country 
like  this,  where  there  is  little  clam 
distinction,  the  better-off    set  the 
pace  for  all  others.    If  we  must  have 
extravagance  in  our  dress,  let  us 
keep  it  in  our  own  homes  and  not 
flaunt  it  in  the  faces  of  the  less  well- 
to-do.    The  setting  of  a  right  stand- 
ard for  dress,  it  seems  to  me.  would 
be  one*  of  the  means  of  correcting 
our  domestic  service  problem,  and 
would  simplify  many  another  vexed 
question  of  the  present  day.  During 
the  war  I  made  two  house-to-house 
canvases  of  one  of  the  poorest  dis- 
tricts of  Victoria,  and  in    the  few 
houses  where  there  seemed    to  be 
want,  as  an  accomplement  was  al- 
ways cheap  and  dirty  finery. 
From  Another  Viewpoint 
"There  Is  another  aspect    of  the 
dress  question  which  does  not  seem 
to  have    much    consideration,  but 
which  to    me    seems  a  vital  one. 
Medical  men,   nowadays,    are  con* 
sfantly  seeing  married  women  suf- 
fering from  neurasthenia  anji  physi- 
cal troubles  of  a  functional  nature 
wh^h.  they  say.  are  directly  trace- 
able  to  the  artificial  prevention  of 
conception.     It  seems  to  me   .  that 
were  the  vitality  of  women    not  so 
often  used  .up  in  the  effort  to  keep 
warm  in  present    day  dress,  they 
would  have    more  power    for  vital 
Issues.     Also     I     think  the  reason 
physicians  recommend  the  golf  links 
so  often  is  that    women  -must  be 
properly    shod  and  dressed  to  play 
golf,  and  are  away  from  their  arti- 
ficially heated  homes.

selves  run  riot  In  real  estate  specu- 
lation a  few  years  ago.  I  wonder  if 
we  shall  take  warning  and  go  more 
cautiously  In  the  future,  for  It  la  for 
us  women  to  aee  -  that  the  near 
houaea  that  are  built  satisfy  our 
ideals  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation. 
Here  I  think  we  could  take  a  lesson 
from  New  Zealand  and  get,  all 
houses  far  enough  away  from  the

What  does  it  mean  to  be  a  good  Vic- 
torian?  to  he  a  good  British  Colum- 
bian? to  be  a  good  Canadian?  Wo 
women  have  now  the  right  of  full 
cltisenshlp  In  this  great  Dominion, 
and  for  what  ideals  of  cltisenshlp 
shall  we  strive?  Is  not  the  perfect 
ideal  that  of  service — that  each  and 
every  one  may  as  a  citizen  of  her 
town  give  her  beet  to  make  that 
place  the  flneet  In  the  world?  This 
does  not  mean  fine  buildings,  paved 
streets,  wealthy  Industries,  beautiful 
parks  and  golf  links,  though  these 
may  all  be  there,  but  it  does  mean 
good  sanitary  conditions,  peaceful 
homes,  contented  men  and  women, 
healthy,  happy  and  well-educated 
children.  To  bring  about  these  three 
latter  conditions,  we  must  listen  to 
the  demands  of  the  worker  for  a 
living  wage.  I  many  times  think 
there  Is  a  great  deal  of  false  think- 
ing in  regard  to  the  wage  question. 
We  see  often  In  magaxlnes  and  news- 
papers tables  of  comparison  of  the 
earning  capacity  of  the  so-called 
working  man  and  the  salaried  man. 
and  we  say.  'Look  at  the  wage  of 
the  working  man.  Why.  So-and-So 
gets  IS  or  80  or  $8  a  day,  as  the 
case  may  be.  We  seem  not  at  all  to 
be  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  work- 
ing man  Is  paid  for  the  time  he 
works,  and  tpe  salaried  man's  In- 
come is  assured  by  the  month  or 
year,  as  th©  caae  may  be.  For  In- 
stance, the  worhlng  man  earning  84 
a  day  counts,  upon  getting  work  for 
at  moat  23  days  in  the  month,  which 
makes  hia  income  23x4 — 992  per 
month.  If  he  happena  to  miaa  a 
day's  work  through  illness  or.  mis- 
fortune, it  Just  means  94  less  to  him. 
If  a  holiday  comes,  no  matter  how 

or  gets  no  pay.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  man  with  a  salary  of  9100  per 
month  gets  9100,  even  If  there  be 
five  holidays  In  the  month  and  he 
Is  detained  at,  home  three  more  days. 
During  the  Investigation  into  the 
miners'  strike  In  the  United  States 
last  Fall,  which  caused  so  much  loss 
to  industry  and  misery  to  countless 
homes,  it  was  disclosed  that  the 
average  yearly  employment  of  the 
miners  was  206  days,  and  what  the 
miners  really  wanted  was  not  so 
much  a  reduction  In  hours  as  a  guar- 
antee that  they  would '  have  work 
throughout  tho ^  year.  The  Lancas- 
ter (Pa.)  Examiner  said:  'That  part 
of  the  public  that  looked  into  the 
mining  situation  #lth  any  care  does 
not  ask  the  miner  why  he  works 
only  200  days  in  the  year.  He  works 
when  the  mine  ia  open.  Frequently 
the  operator  closes  the  mines  en- 
tirely; at  other  times  they  work  them 
at  half  time  only;  -get  the  miner  can- 
not leave  the  fMde  for  other  em- 
ployment, for  h«T  does  not  know 
when  the  mine  will  open  again.  The 
whole  contention  of  the  miners  for 
their  shorter  working  day  Is  that 
they  will  be  employed  regularly 
rather  than  Intermittently.' 
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ihe  erg  of  ,  the  old 
across  the  seas  to  us, 
our  problems  are  not  the  same,  still 
we  have  conditions  which  should  not 
exist  4n  Canada.  In  the  Bast  '  we 
have  allowed  sltfto  conditions  to  grow 
up  In  our  cities,  we  have  sweated  la- 
bor, we  have  poor  housing,  w«  have 
Ill-treated  women  ahd  children,  but 
conditions  which  by  no  means  com- 
pare with  the  destitution  and  degra- 
dation of  the  old  land.  Now,  as  I 
am  speaking  to  British  Columbiana 
1  am  going  to  confine  myself  to 
dltlons  here  and  our  ideals 
lag  them.

"You  know  that  there  la  a  greatT 
agitation  in  the  United  States  just 
now  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the 
teaehera.  The  Literary  Digest'  'la 
backing  the  movement  strongly,  and 
every  week  publishes  an  article  upon 
the  Subject.  About  two  weeks  ago 
there  was  a  table  of  comparison  of 
the  -wage  of  teaehera  and  laborers 
in  various  trades  and  industries.  As 
I  waa  reading  it  a  fit  of  curiosity 
seised  me. .and  I  turned  up  the  re- 
port of  the  Public  Schools  of  Vic- 
toria for  the  year  1918-'l9  and  found 
that  the  longest  time  any  school  was 
open  was  160  days  out  of  the  966, 
If  we  count  160  days'  work  we  find 
the  highest  wage  paid  to  a  teacher 
in  .Victoria  to  be  920  per  day,  and 
the  lowest  14.80.  with  the  average 
$7.75.  Of  •course,  one  knows  this  is 
not  a  true  method  of  calculation,  but 
be  as  fair  to  the  worklngman  as  you 
are  u>  the  salaried  worker— and  re- 
member, 'What  Is  sauce  for .  the 
goose  Is  sauce  for  the  gander'.'  Also, 
I  never  heard  of  a  school  board 
which  objected  to  a  teacher  seeking 
lucrative  employment  during  holiday 
time." 

The  speaker  also  touched,  on  the 
life  of  women  and. children  on  the 
farms,  and  some  of  the  disadvan- 
tages under  which  they  are  laboring

KINGSTON,  Jamaica.  March  If. — 
The  Government  formally  intro- 
duced legislation  today  for  state 
control  of  the  liquor  traffic.  The 
measure  will  be*  opposed  on  the 
ground  that  It  is  unnecessary.
